‘Luna-20 landed in a mountainous 
area of the moon’s surface Monday, 
Tass News Agency reported, con- 
firming a report, published In brief 
yesterday, from Bochum in Ger- 
many. 

‘Luna-18, launched on September 
1, failed when it landed on similar 
terrain 10 days later. 

Tass did not say what the latest 
probe's exact function would be, but 
said the delivery of apparatus to 
an area with a complicated terrain 
has ‘been successfully solved. 

The news agency said Lune-20 
landed at 9.19 Israel time, confirm- 
ing a report from the Bochum trac- 
king station in West Germany. 

The probe landed on the “lunar 
mainland” near the north-eastern ex- 
tremity of the Sea of Fertility, Tasg 
said. 

But there was πὸ hint of any 
lunar vehicle being on board. Luna- 
17 landed the first robot moon bug- 
gy, Lunokhod-1, in November 1970. 

‘A tubshaped, eight-wheeled ve- 
hicle, Lunokhod covered more than 
500,000 square metres of the Sea 
of Rains in over 10 months until 
its heating system failed.

The Bochum Observatory said 
Luna-20 released 2,lunar vehicle 
shortly after landing, according to 
information monitored there. Ef the 
probe did have such a vehicle, it 
would probably differ structurally 
from Lunokhod-2 in view of the 
Tountainous nature of its operating 


area.

| TSRAEL’S State Budget for 1972, 
. Ἔ as presented by Finance 

‘Pinhas Sapir in the Knesset yester- 
.day afternoon, comes to 1L15,870m., 
"an increase of only one billion 
pounds over 1971. If allowence is 
-made for higher prices and also for 
the increased population, it emerges 
ithat the level of ture in real 
“terma is not billed to rise at all — 
a “freeze” unprecedented in Israel's 
-financtal history. 

The contest against inflation was 
waged during the last two years by 
increasing taxes, Mr. Arnon Gafny, 
‘Director of the Treasury's Budget 
-Division, expleined at a press con- 
ference on Sunday, This time, the 
‘decision is to chop expenditure. 

The chop is bigger than it seems, 
because there is a greatiy increased 
debt burden to service. This is offset 
by a cut in defence expenditure. 
Debts are up by 1L1,295m. — and 
defence outlay down by 1L1,205m. 
Amother big reduction is fn housing, 
with expenditure reduced by IL390m. 
The housing programme has got 
over the hump, aud can provide ac- 
ecommodation for 45,000 ts 
atasmaller expenditure than in 1971. 
Mr Gafny points out that compile- 
tions numbered 25,630 apartments 
ἀπ 1969, 31,340 in 1970, 38,370 in 
1911, and will total 48,000 in the 
current year. 

A late surprise, however, wes the 
discovery that immigrants are likely 
to number 65,000. Provision for the 
extra 20,000 is being made by the 
Jewish Agency, which will borrow 
abroad $100m., ie. 1L420m., of which 
1L340m. will go on housing — en 
allocation that belongs bo ‘the Jewish 
Agency Budget, and does not figure 
in the Government's estimates, 


Savings on defence 


Economies in defence and housing 
leave room for maintaining the 
Jevel of the social services. Even the 
investment programme is not 
greatly affected. The Development 
Budget is down from 122,11 5πι., to 
IL2,000m. But last year, over half 
the money was devoted to housing. 
If that item is excluded, expenditure 
on developement is actually rising 
slightly, from IL970m. to 11,130m. 
{the rise is smaller in real terms.) 

‘Defence expenditure in 1971 was 
IL6.5 billion, half of it in foreign 
currency. In the coming year it 
will be only ILt3b. — of which 
1L2.4b., or $480m., is in foreign cur- 
rency (a reduction of IL850m.) and 
IL2.9b, in local currency (a reduc- 
tlon of IL350m.) 

In fact; foreign. exchange defence 
expenditure during''the year will 
be greater than that, There’ is a 
Budget surplus of TL490m. transfer.

This should meet all demands, 
according to Mr. Gafny. In the 
present year, 350 places will be 
added, and IL6.6m. is budgeted for 
the project during the next twelve 
months. 

Provision for children of needy 
families (through day clubs, 
boarding-schools and foster parents) 
also leapt ahead during the ‘sixties, 
from 6,190 places in 1960 to 20,200 
in 1971 — and 22,030 this year. 
Over the next five years another

plan includes an outlay of IL9.6m.

‘Needy pupils in post - primary 
schools will get aid im kind (cloth- 
ing, study materials, etc.) averaging 
TL220 per child for 22,000 pupils.

The Developement Budget for 
agriculture comes to IL71lm. as 
against IL54m. in 1971; but actual 
investment will be IL173m., includ- 
ing Du24m. from the World Bank, 
and the rest from own resources, 
equity and bank loans. Another 
IL8im. is devoted to new settle- 
ments, part of it financed from the 
housing and water development 
budgets, part from the Jewish 
Agency and other sources. The water 
development budget is IL52.5m. 

The nation’s investment in indus- 
try rose from IL8lim. in 1970 to 
FL975m. in 1971, and is expected to 
reach 1L1,100m. this year (at 1970 
prices). At 1972 prices, the inves- 
ment will be 103,450m., of which 
TL480m, comes from development 
loans and IL80m, from investment 
grants (for export enterprise in the 
development areas, making IL570m.

The other concerns Tel Aviv, where 
the investment is 1I0.100m. plus 
1L140m. over a four-year period for 
INetiv Ayalon, making IL240m. to- 
gether (IL60m. from the municipal- 
ity, the rest from the Government 
and the World Benk). During 1972, 
ILém, will go to Jerusalem from 
the Budget and 1L.36.5m.to Tel Aviv, 
including (IL20m. for the Ayalon 
project. This throughway will mm 
from the Rishpon crossroads near 
Afeka for 7.5 kms. to join the Tel 
Aviv-Lod motor road, will have five 
clover-leaf crossroads, and -will per- 
mit speeds up to 95 kp.h. 

Israel Railways will receive six 
new passenger coaches from Yugo- 
slavta this year. A railway station 
will ‘be built next to the new bus 
terminal in West Helfa, between 
Kiryat Eliezer and Bat Gelim, and 
will be connected to the terminal 
by an underground passage.

INCOME TAX IS 
DOWN FROM APRIL 


Last year’s estimate for tax re- 

turns was 1L7,680m, while receipts 
in fact totalled IL8,800m. Mr. Moshe 
Neudorfer, Commissioner of Inter- 
nal Revenue, told newsmen that an 
extra IL720m. came from new taxes 
and from the impact on revenue of 
the August devaluation, while the re- 
maining 11400m. derives from buoy- 
ancy in the economy, including 
bigger wage increases than fore- 
seen. 
Compared with 1970, tax revenue 
grew by over 112,500m. The in- 
crease next year will be only 
1L1,000m., indicating that tax rates 
have reached a plateau for the 
Present, with attention focused (at 
least as concerns direct taxation) 
on easing the prohibitive rates in 
force. Duties have been scrapped 
on imported meat and sugar, which 
loses the Treasury another IL.65m., 
according to Mr. Neudorfer. 

The growth from I18,800m. to 
1L9,800m. in the coming 12 months 
will result therefore from expansion 
of the economy, offsetting the 
slightly lower tax rates. The as- 
sumption ig that the gross national 
product will increase (at current 
prices) by 17 per cent, private con- 
sumption the same, by 125 
per cent, the number of gainfully 
employed persons by 35 per cent, 
and imports by 10 per cent. The 
import of consumer goods (which 
generally carry heavy duties) will 
rise by 14 per cent — this being 
offset by a fall of IL100m. in the 
import Of ships and aireraft (which 
are not dutiable}.

Mr. Neudorfer told the press that 
Israel is tougher than most other 
countries in measures against tax 
evasion; and 40 persons were sent 
to jail for this offence last year. 
Cost of tax collection has fallen 
from 2.5 per cent of revenue four 
years ago to 1.2 per-cent (though 
during that period receipts almost 
tripled). 

Questioned about loss of revenue | 
through concesgions to privileged 
groups, Mr. ‘Neudorfer conceded that 
tax benefits to new immigrants 
average IL4,000 per family, not in- 
cluding the car. As 4,000 cars were 
imported by new settlers last year, 
and ssauming an average tax re- 
bate of TL15,000, that means a 
total waiver of revenue to the tune 
of IL100m. a year. ~-

Thirty-vight students of Brigham 
Young University, the Mormon col- 
lege in Salt Lake City, Utah, cros- 
sed into Israel yesterday via <Al- 
lenby Bridge — the first organized 
group permitted by Jordan to take 
this route since the Six Day War. 

The latest. srrangement moving 
towards mormaley at the border 
bridge comes only two weeks after 
ἃ group of Baptiat pligrims was al- 
lowed to cross ip the other direc- 
tion — also ἃ “first” since the War. 

For some time now, the Jor- 
daniana have alowed individuals to 
move in either direction as long as 
they were mot Israelis and, if 
coming to Jordan, as long ay they 
had a written permit from the Jor- 
danian Interior Ministry (which is 
reportedly very easy to come by).

The Brigham Young group is led 
by Dr. LaMer Barrett, who teaches 
comparative religion.

Judge blasts ‘unfeeling’

sentenced yesterday to short jail 
terms for breaking into the Kupat 
Holim clinic in the Hatikva Quarter 
here Jast month, destroying the files 
and wrecking the furnishings — 
but they had the judge’s sympathy 
all the way.

Slightly more 
strikes in 1971 


The number of strikes during 1971 
showed a slight increase over that 
of 1970, according to a survey just 
published by the Labour Ministry, 
the Histadrut and the Central Bu- 
reau of Statistics. 

In 1971 there were 160 full strikes 
and nine partial strikes and slow- 
downs — an increase of five and 
one, respectively, over 1970. 

The picture ts radically different, 
however, when the number of work- 
ing days lost is considered. In 1971, 
a total of 178,000 days were lost, 
compared with 390,000 in 1970. The 
great number of working days lost 
during 1970 is explained by the big 
teachers' and nurses" strikes during 
that year, in which cost over 250,000 
days. 

Tan 1971, as in 1970, the majority 
of strikes occurred in the public 
sector, where there were 90 strikes, 
compared with 15 in the Histadrut 
sector and 47 ia the private sector.

TEL AVIV. — The U.S. Army is 
Purehasing Israel-made communica- 
tions systems, it was reported yes- 
terday by 3ir. Oded Vered, director 
of the Technical Products Section 
of the Israel Export Institute. He 
was illustrating his lecture on the 
tremendous strides made in recent 
yearg by Israel’s electronics in- 
dustry to the organization of supply 
Managers at a meeting here. 

Noting that Israel's electronics 
industry only really started develop- 
ing 10 years ago, Mr. Vered re- 
ported that electronic production 
reached IL500m. in 1971 alone.

Acting Prime Minister ὙἹ- 
gal Alion was there, as were Defence 
Minister Moshe Dayan, Chief of Staif 
Rev-Aluf David Elazar and senior 
officers of ali branches of the forces. 


father recited the Kaddish and the

The eulogy was delivered by chief 
chaplain of the Israel Defence For- 
ces Tat-Aluf Mordecha! Piron. 

Among the fallen are more than 
250 who lost their lives before the 
establishment of the State and dur- 
ing the War of Independence, and 
25 who died in the period between 
that war and the Six Day War.
